AN AMAZING BILL 


One oi the most amazing attempts to interfere with free en­ 
terprise and shackle government controls around an industry 
that has come our way in many a day is House Bill 166, now 
pending in the Missouri General Assembly. We don’t believe 
Missouri legislators will swallow it; certainly they should not, 
but it is interesting—and alarming—to see the ends to which 
seekers of special interest legislation will go. 


Entitled “An Act Relating to the cleaning, dyeing or pressing 
business and to provide penalties for violations thereof,” the 
bill would establish a board to control the in d u stry , fix prices 
and forbid competitive pricing, give the board power to sub­ 
poena the book» and recoid of operators, impose an impressive 
license fee and otherwise hamstring the operations of cleaners, 
pressers and dyer*. 


The bill is vigorously opposed by the Associated Cleaning and 
Laundry Services of Missouri. Apparently these business men 
wish to continue to run their own businesses rather than to op­ 
erate at the dictate of a state board whose members would be 
paid 325 a day from the license fees levied upon the businesses. 
That feeling is understandable. We believe it will be shared by 
people in other lines of business and are quite certain it will be 
-hared by customers of the cleaners who would find no cheer 
in prices fixed by the state board at levels higher than might 
otherwise prevail. 


We have heard no great outcry from any source for singling 
out the cleaning and dyeing industry for State control. We have 
no idea why it* sponsors, Representative David Curran of St. 
Louis, business representative of the St. Louis hotel workers’ 
union, and A. D. Picker ell of Kansas City, secretary and treas­ 
urer of the bookbinders’ union there, should have brought it 
forward—or why they would pick out the cleaners and dyers 
for control, rather than grocers, the dry goods merchants or 
whatever. 


But we do know that business already is saddled with too 
many controls and the taxpayers are being mulcted of too much 
money to provide them. This bill ought not to pass. It ought not 
to have been introduced to clutter up a legislative program al­ 
ready badly jammed.

Crop at 13,310,000 Bales 


WASHINGTON dP — The Ag­ 
riculture Department today es­ 
timated the 1956 cotton crop at 
13.310,000 bales of 500 pounds 
gross weight with a farm value of 


$ 2 ,111,000 .000 . 
This estimate — based on final 
ginning reports for the crop — 
compares 
with 
14,721,000 
bales 
v ith a farm value of $2,382,000,- 
000 for th e l955 crop. Production 
of the 10-year (1945-54) average 
w as 13,098,000* bales. 
The reduction largely reflected 
tighter production control meas­ 
ures and retirement of land from 
production under the soil bank 
payment program. 
While no forecast has b e e n 
made yet, there is a possibility 
that this year’s crop may be even 
amaller. 
Cottonseed production lari year 
was estimated at 5,423,000 tons 
with a farm value of $290,000,000 
compared with 6,038,000 tons in 
1955 with a value of $269,000,000. 


The department estimated that 
farmers received an average of 
31.7 cents a pound for the 1956 
cotton lint compared with 32.4 
cents for the 1955 crop. The av­ 
erage price received for cotton­ 
seed last year was $53.50 compar­ 
ed with $44.60 a ton in 1955. 
Thus the combined value of the 
1956 crop of lint and cottonseed 
was $2,401,000.000 compared with 
$2,651,000,000 for the 1955 crop. 
The acreage of cotton harvested 
last year was reported at 15,615,- 
000 compared with 16,928,000 in 
1955 and 22,060,000 for the 10- 
year average. The harvested acre 
yield averaged 409 pounds com­ 
pared with 417 pounds for the 19- 
55 crop and 283 for the ten-year 
average. 
The proouction of American - 
Egyptian type cotton last year 
was reported at 50,300 bales com­ 
pared with 42,900 in 195".

World War II and points to the 
transportation problem as one dis­ 
advantage. G etting 
children 
to 
school over great distances can be 
hazardous, he says, particularly in 
areas where winters and severe. 
“ Growing 
rural population 
is 
creating increasing dem and for the 
small rural school as a result of 
higher birtb rate and decentraliza­ 
tion because of the fear of nuclear 
w arfare. The one-room school can 
be effecient if it has capable teach­ 
ers and pupils enough to provide 
competition and social intersts, ac­ 
cording to the viewpoint. Many bur­ 
dened by school costs may think 
he’s right.” 
And w e would like to add to Edi­ 
tor Lyon’s rath er tentative com­ 
m entary that perhaps the rebirth 
of the one-room school on a suf­ 
ficiently broad scale in appropri­ 
ate areas across the nation might 
also trigger the renaissance of the 
Three R ’b. 
Unless we revert to disciplined 
basic education in the tender years, 
our youth will be unable to assim il­ 
ate, in sufficient num bers, the tech­ 
nical education required to run and 
to protect the nation they will in­ 
herit. 
Since the one-room 
schoolhouse 
gave us our technological leader­ 
ship in the first place, perhaps it 
can also provide what it will take 
to carry on. But. as m atters stand,

Developments in medicine and 
higher standard of living, have 
cut the com m unicable 
disease 
death rate in the U. S. by about 90 
per cent since 1900, Health Infor­ 
m ation Foundation said today. 
The current issue of the Founda­ 
tion’s monthly bulletin. Progress 
in Health Services, reports that 
three com m unicable - d i s e a s e 
groups—pneumonia and influenza, 
tuberculosis, and cUarrhea and en­ 
teritis—caused nearly a third of all 
deaths in 1900. Last year, 
thev 
were responsible for only one-twen 
tieth of all deaths. 


Nevertheless, says the 
Founda­ 
tion, these com municable diseases 
are still an im portant public health 
problem. The pneumonia-influenza 
group alone, for example, is cur­ 
rently the sixth leading cause of 
death; last year it killed about 45.- 
000 Americans, more than the toal 
num ber of deaths in motor-\ ehicle 
accidents. 
In the early 1900s, the bulletin 
says, 
the 
pneumonia-influenza 
death rate declined som ewhat as 
a result of improved living condi­ 
tions and increased medical care. 
But in 1918, during a w'orld-wide 
influenza outbreak, 20 million Am­ 
ericans contracted the disease, and 
the pneumonia’ - influenza death 
toll jum ped more than half a m il­ 
lion in one year. More recently, 
the 
sulfonamides, 
penicillin 
and 
broad-spectrum antibiotics h a v e 
helped bring about a spectacular 
decline in the pneumonia death 
rate. 


Although no radically effective 
treatm ent for influenza has 
yet 
been discovered, the Foundation 
notes that 
newly-developed 
Vac­ 
cines show considerable promise in 
fighting certain strains of the vir­ 
us. 


The 
decline 
of 
tuberculosis 
deaths, the Foundation reports, is 
also the result of better housing 
and nutrition, as well 
as 
new 
drugs and surgical techniques. In­ 
creased hospitalization and earl­ 
ier detection through m ass X-ray 
exam inations are other im portant 
factors in the improved picture. 
About 100.000 new' cases were re­ 
ported during 1955, a slightly low- 
er-than-average num ber. 
Although tuberculosis is no long­ 
er more prevalent in urban than 
in rural areas, it is still largely 
a disease of poverty, the Founda­ 
tion points out. Tuberculosis today 
takes its heaviest toil in the older 
age groups; its threat to infants 
and young adults has been greatly 
reduced in recent years. 
“There is special meaning to the 
statistics about death from contag­ 
ious diseases,” rem arks Founda­ 
tion President George 
Bugbee. 
“ The rate of decline has been 
sharpest among age groups in and 
around the childbearing and peak 
income year s. We can never hope 
to m easure what 
this 
progress 
m eans to family life and to the 
m any individuals who might not 
othewise enjoy their parents and a 
home during their form ative years. 
“These records should fill 
us 
with confidence,” Mr. Bugbee says, 
although adding that “ we have 
by no m eans elim inated infectious 
and contagious diseases,” Fortun­ 
ately, he says, 
“ with 
voluntary 
health insurance well within the 
reach of the average person, the 
fam ily can protect itself against 
a large p art of the cost of unexpec­ 
ted illness. 
“ Advances in medicine cannot of 
them selves guarantee 
progress. 
But progress is assured if a re­ 
sponsible, informed public is pre­ 
pared to take full advantage of the 
benefits modern medical care has 
to offer.”

Springtime, in addition to flow­ 
ers, greenery, and other vernal 
charm s, brings a m oderate de­ 
gree of relief from the hazard of 
accidents, the statisticians report. 
During April the daily toll of 
fatal 
accidents is eight percent 
below the average for the year as 
a whole, and 20 percent below that 
for June, the peak month. This is 
based on monthly accident records 
for the three years ot 1652 through 
1954, the most recent for which 
such data are available. 
Even with this relatively more 
favorable record, accidents in the 
United States take about 235 lives 


a day in M arch and April, or ap­ 
proxim ately 7,000 lives during each 
of these months, the statisticians 
point out. 
Contributing to the decline in fa­ 
tal accidents during the spring i* 
the drop in deaths from m otor ve­ 
hicle accidents and from falls 1» 
their lowest level of the year. 
Tornadoes and floods, although 
spectacular in m anifestation and 
the leading natural hazards in the 
springtim e, 
actually account for 
only a very sm all part of the to­ 
tal accident death toll during the 
spring or any other season. The 
loss of life from tornadoes and 
floods fluctuates appreciably from 
year to year, depending largely 
upon the num ber which occur, how 
extensive they are, and how- popu­ 
lous the areas they ravage. 
Some types of m ishaps, such as 
drownings and 
m achinery 
acci­ 
dents increase during the spring. 
Concerning the year-round pic­ 
ture, the statisticians conclude: 
“ A large proportion of all acci­ 
dent fatalities result from the dis­ 
regard of safe practices on the 
streets and highways, in the home, 
at work, and at play. The heavy 
loss of life can be reduced apprec­ 
iably through the organized effort 
of official and voluntary agencies, 
and the cooperation of an alerted 
citizenry.”

I shall give fuli attention to the

AN ^MAZING BILL 


One oi the m ost am azing attem pts to interfere with free en­ 
terprise and shackle governm ent controls around an industry 
that has come our w ay in many a day is House Bill 166, now 
pending in the Missouri G eneral Assembly. We don’t believe 
Missouri legislators will swallow it; certainly they should not, 
but it is interesting—and alarm ing—to see the ends to which 
seekers of special interest legislation will go. 


Entitled “An Act Relating to the cleaning, dyeing or pressing 
business and to provide penalties for violations thereof,” the 
bill would establish u board to control the industry, fix prices 
and forbid com petitive pricing, give the board pow er to sub­ 
poena the books and record of operators, impose an im pressive 
license fee and otherw ise ham string the operations of cleaners, 
pressers and dyers. 


The bill is vigorously opposed by the Associated Cleaning and 
L aundry Services of Missouri. A pparently these business men 
wish to continue to run their own businesses rath er than to op­ 
erate at the dictate of a state board whose m em bers would be 
paid $25 a day from the license fees levied upon the businesses. 
T hat feeling is understandable. We believe it will be shared by 
people in other lines of business and are quite certain it will be 
shared by custom ers of the cleaners who would find no cheer 
in prices fixed by the state board at levels higher than might 
otherw ise prevail. 


We have heard 110 great outcry from any source for singling 
out the cleaning and dyeing industry for State control. We have 
no idea why its sponsors, R epresentative David C urran of St. 
Louis, business representative of the St. Louis hotel w orkers’ 
union, and A. D. Pickerell of K ansas City, secretary and treas­ 
urer of the bookbinders* union there, should have brought it 
forw ard—or why they would pick out the cleaners and dyers 
lor control, rath er than grocers, the dry goods m erchants or 
w hatever. 


But we do know that business already is saddled w ith too 
m any controls and the taxpayers are being m ulcted of too much 
money to provide them . This bill ought not to pass. It ought not 
to have been introduced to clutter up a legislative program al­ 
ready badly jam m ed.

deaths, the Foundation reports, is 
also the resu lt of b etter housing 
and nutrition, as well

In­ 
creased hospitalization and e a rl­ 
ier detection through m ass X -ray 
exam inations a re other im p o rtan t 
factors in the im proved picture. 
About 100.000 new cases w ere re­ 
ported during 1955, a slightly low- 
er-th an -av erag e num ber. 


Although tuberculosis is no long­ 
er m ore prev alen t in u rb an than 
in ru ral areas, it is still largely 
a disease of poverty, the Founda­ 
tion points out. T uberculosis today 
takes its heaviest toil in the older 
age groups; its th re a t to infants 
and young adults has been g reatly 
reduced in recen t years.

Congress 
favoring 
greater em phasis 
on 
repayable 
loans, rather than outright grants 
and gifts in our foreign economic 
aid program . 
I shall give full attention to the 
recom m endations made by these 
various Senate Committees charg­ 
ed with the difficult responsibility 
of studying the various aspects of 
the budget and 
making recom ­ 
mendations to the full Senate. I 
shall also bear in mind the views 
that my fellow M issourians have 
expressed on this subject. I feel 
quite 
strongly 
that 
substantial 
savings will be m ade - particular­ 
ly economies which 
could result 
from improved m anagem ent and 
organization and the elimination of 
duplication. We m ust do our cut­ 
ting carefully and not indulge in a 
wild orgy of blind slashing which 
could do irreparable dam age 
to 
the country. 
However, in conclusion, I want 
to add the assurance that I shall 


vigorously oppose any appropria­ 
tion which is not essential to our 
national defense or to the welfare 
of our people.
